PREGNANCY, varicose 


\eins sometimes become prominent and 
may cause the expectant mother some 
difficulty and worry. 


While pregnancy is one of the most 


common causes of varicose veins, there 
are also many others. 
These 
include 


overweight, too much standing, naturally 
weak-veins, or tumors of the abdomen. 


Varicose veins result from a weaken- 


ing in the wall of the veins, 
causing 


them to stretch and 
enlarge. 
If 
not 


controlled, the enlarged veins can cause 
ulcers, chronic sores and cramping of 
the legs. 


At one time it was believed that if, 


r> pregnant woman had varicose veins 
they should be left alone until after the 
pregnancy was successfully completed. 
Some doctors are now finding it better 
to inject these veins with a solution that 
form1: a clot on the inside, thus helping 
to eliminate them. This is done while 
the woman is still carrying the unborn 
baby. 
Usually she receives the injec- 


tions once a week. 


If this treatment is carried out dur- 


ing pregnancy, it will help prevent vari- 
cose veins from developing and becom- 
ing permanent. However, the injections 
do not prevent the development of some 
large varicose veins which sometimes 
occur with pregnancy. 


Recently, over 400 pregnant women 


were treated by this method instead of 
waiting until after childbirth. 
Almost 


one in .every ten of the women showed 
excellent results from 
the 
injections 


alone. 
Only a small number required 


surgery for varicose veins after delivery. 


The injections have been found very 


safe and have nojll effects on the baby 
or mother. ThflST the pregnant woman 
need not worry too much 
about 
de- 


veloping varicose veins. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


E, C.: Can you tell me what causes 


Jacksonian epilepsy and whether it can 
be cured? 


Answcni.Tacksonian epilepsy is caused 


by increased pressure within the skull 
cavity, which m.iy be due to head injuries 
or to tumors. The convulsions occurring 
in this disorder differ from those in true 
epilepsy in that only one part of the body 
is involved. 


Under the direction of a surgeon, X- 


rays should be taken of the skull to de- 
termine whether c/r not any condition is 
present which is causing increased pres- 
sure. 
Sometimes, an operation to re- 


lieve the pressure brings sf&out marked 
improvement.

But he returned to Bangor when he finished 
school and worked as a reporter on The News. 


In 1904 he came to Pollstown and worked on the old Daily News 


here. Three years later Kelley packed his bags and headed for Bay- 
onne, N. J.. where he took the job as editor of The Times.

Army Doctors Declare Mantle 


Unfit for Military Service 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 3 W—Mickey Mantle, the New York Yankees' 


skyrocketing young switchhitter, today was again declared unfit for 
military service. 


That means the 21-year-old Commerce, Okla., outfielder can ton- 


tmue uninterrupted his thus far brilliant baseball career. 
Mantle, 


•n his second year with the Yankees, tied for third in the American 
League batting race and was a big factor in powering his team to 
MCtory over the Brooklyn Dodgers in last month's World Series. 


Maj. Gen. George E. Armstrong, Army stirgec-n general, said 


Atnntle was ruled unfit for military service because of a chronic knee 


] defect. It was an injury sustained in the 1951 World Scries, most i»f 
! which Mantle was forced to sit out. 


The Army ruling, based on new examinations at Fort Sill, Okla., 


renewed a previous decision on his case. 


Mantle had been turned down for the military draft because of a 


history of osteomyelitis of the left iejf.. Physical standards at that 
time required mandatory rejection when such, a bone disease involved 
'he long bones. 


However, men with such a med.ical history, under new standards, 


t now may be accepted provided there ;has been no recurrences for a 


orriod of two years. Under this standard, the Army said Mantle's 


t rejection was not based on osteomyelitis. 


Even if the Yankee star had been accepted for duly, however, a 


draft-official in Commerce.. his home town, indicated he probably 
would have been deferred because of dependents. 


Since Mantle'* father. Elven C. Mantle, died at the age of 40 


last May, Mickey is the sole support of his wife, his mother, three 
{brothers and a sister. And the Mantles are expecting their first child 
next March.
